The withholding of ' potkets. from women

The 
boy is eminently a string-consuming ani 

mal, In his sports and occupations he has 
& colstant need of ‘strings, and hence ‘he is 
properly provided with pockets in which to 
carry. kite-strings, shoe-strings, top-strings, 
and ‘general strings. The girl never uses 
‘string in-any form,-and ,therefare does: not 
feel. the need of pockets. As the boy grows 
to be a man his pockets expand and in- 
crease with constant use, so that he finally 
is able to\use.ten or fifteen all at once. The 
girl, on the other hand, growing up without 
pockets, reaches womanhood without them, 

and much as she may then desire pockets,

The one pocket with which an occasional 
woman is provided, and in which she carries 
her keys, her handkerchief, her smelling- 

-salts, her pin-cushion,. and a quantity of 
miscellaneous articles, is nothing more than 
a make-shift, It has mo precise locality pre- 
scribed for it. . Its owner, although she 
knows that she has a pocket somewhere: be- 
neath her skirt, can seldom find it without a 
prolonged and’ irritating. search. To. some 
women direct access to the pocket. by means 
of a slit inthe skirt is denied, and insuch 
case the. woman who wants to get at her 
thimble is compelled’ to. seek the isolation 
of a corner. ofthe room; where she goes 
through a mysterious and protracted process 
by which her pocketis finally reached and 
exhumed. . It is obvious that this inconven- 
ient substitute for the free and open pocket 
of the male sex is by no means sufficient to 
satisfy the-deep wants of the feminine na- 
ture, ‘and ‘that its Gxistenteis no answer to 
the complaint that womenare virtually pock- 
etless, > :
